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A LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


To Honorable City Council and Citizens of Westbrook: 


The annual report of the City of Westbrook is herewith 
transmitted. : 

Emphasis, as in 1942 and 1943, has been placed on debt 
reduction, and maintenance of the present tax rate. The long 
term debt has been reduced from $309,000.00 in 1941 to 
$186,000.00 in 1944 or 27.4%, with a reduction in interest from 
$13,515.07 to $6,862.50 due in 1945. This leaves but $22,000.00 
worth of 5% bonds due. The total amount of long term debt 
outstanding at the close of 1944 is $186,000.00 or 38.6% of the 
city’s borrowing capacity. It is doubtful with the steadily in- 
creasing demands upon our finances if this program can be 
carried out through 1945—but if it is found to be possible the 
long term debt figure will be $153,000.00, a new low.

As was pointed out last year, the plan of debt retirement 
and the desire to maintain our present tax rate was to ease the 
burden of our citizens, already over-burdened with Federal 
taxes and increased cost of living. Our financial structure is 
such that we borrow in anticipation of taxes to be collected. 
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The amount allowed by statute is 5% of the valuation, there- 
fore, if we reduce our debt during these times, we will be in 
an admirable position to borrow at the close of hostilities, 
when labor and material will be obtainable. 

During the year 1944 it was difficult to keep expenses down 
due to increased costs and several unforeseen emergencies 
which arose during the year. Most noticeable of these unfore- 
seen expenditures were: A new drying tower for Mechanic 
Street fire barn; new equipment and an increase in pay for 
Street Department (three new trucks were purchased because 
they were available and might not be in 1945); much repair 
work and new equipment at the City Farm; and there were 
minor expenditures in other departments. 

There is a possibility that taxes will have to be raised in 
1945, but it is hoped not due to the foregoing reasons. 

During 1944, garbage collections became a major problem 
due to lack of tires, gasoline and manpower. The situation 
has been carefully studied with view to the future. One in- 
teresting fact was discovered, in a certain Maine city, slightly 
larger than Westbrook, the amount paid annually on the gar- 
bage collection contract is $12,000.00; whereas we pay but 
$300.00. Here is a matter which should be seriously dis- 
cussed in the future. 

In closing, may it be said that the codperation and under- 
standing of the members of the 1944 City Council and all 
Citizens of Westbrook was appreciated.

This examination has consisted of a detailed audit of the 
records of the treasurer and collector. No examination was 
made of the records of any other operating departments. 

We examined disbursements of the treasurer and so far as 
was possible checked these disbursements to the invoices to 
ascertain that they were approved and distributed to the 
proper department or appropriation account. 
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We examined the commitment of taxes to the collector and 
further examined in detail the subsidiary record of uncol- 
lected taxes. We did not make any outside verification of. 
unpaid taxes. 

We are submitting in Exhibit A’ complete detail of the 
financial condition of the city at December 31, 1944, and in 
connection therewith we invite your attention to the following 
items contained therein: 


Cash in general fund, $23,002.30 


The above was verified by confirmation with depositary 
banks and by actual count of cash on hand, and represents 
the amount available for current use. 

We recommend that a petty cash fund be established and 
that cash collected be deposited daily. 


Cash impounded in bank, $14,246.99

The above represents the general fund cash on deposit in 
the Fidelity Trust Company at the date of the banks closing, 
less liquidating dividends paid in subsequent periods. No 
dividends were paid during the year under review. Detail of 
the above is reflected in Schedule AI.

We examined the tax commitment to the collector and 
made a detailed examination of the subsidiary tax records. 
We determined that all recorded receipts were properly ac- 
counted for and that abatements were properly authorized. 
No verification of outstanding taxes was made direct with the 
taxpayers. Our examination disclosed the fact that there are 
still reflected on the collection records as outstanding, real 
estate taxes which should have been taken over by the city 
by tax deed in prior years. These taxes represent a claim 
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against the owner, but rest against the property and are there- 
fore of questionable collectibility. © 

In compiling this report we have charged against the re- 
serve for uncollectible taxes all balance of taxes remaining 
unpaid which we committed prior to 1939 and have recom- 
mended that these balances be written off the collector's 
books by order of the City Council. These uncollected items, 
covering the period 1932 to 1938, inclusive, amounted to 
$8,142.66. We also made such adjustments as were neces- 
sary to bring the control accounts into agreement with the 
detail of taxes reflected to be outstanding. 


While a reserve of $5,844.88 is still being carried to provide 
for taxes committed during the years 1939 to 1944, inclusive, 
we believe this reserve to be inadequate and should be in- 
creased. 


Further detail of the outstanding taxes is submitted in 
Schedule AII.

We verified tax deeds by examination of subsidiary records 
and by examination of the individual tax deeds. We recom- 
mend that greater effort be made to collect these outstanding 
deeds, particularly the accounts paying current taxes, leaving 
prior items outstanding. Schedule AIII reflects the outstand- 
ing tax deeds at December 31, 1944, classified by years. No 
verification of tax deeds was made direct with taxpayers.

We would recommend that the city make provision for the 
investment of these trust funds, either by annual appropria- 
tions or by a bond issue that same may be properly invested 
in accordance with the present State Laws relating to same.

To Robert S. Burrows, Chief Engineer, Westbrook Fire Depart- 
ment, Westbrook, Maine: 


Dear Sir:—I herewith submit my report as city electrician 
for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


MAINTENANCE OF OPERATION 


Continuous operation of the fire alarm system has been 
maintained throughout the year with the following exceptions: 

February 15-16—Main St. loop out 20 hours caused by high 
wind storm breaking wires. 

March 8—S. D. Warren whistle out 7 hours for repairs to 
steam line. 

March 8—Dana whistle out 1 hour for repairs to steam line. 

April 8—Dana whistle out 3 hours for repairs to whistle 
machine. 

June 7—Dana whistle out 7 hours to move machine to new 
location. 

December 8—Both loops out 5 hours caused by heavy rain 
and wind storm (burned out Box 18 and one tapper). 

December 19-20—Main St. loop out 12 hours caused by 
heavy ground and low voltage. 


ALTERATIONS 


Tappers were installed for Grover C. Hooper and George 
Nelson. The location of Chief Burrow's tapper was changed 
and tappers were removed from Forrest Knight and Ralph D. 
Young. 
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REPAIRS © 


Maintenance and repairs have been less than last year. Box 
23 and the Indicator at Hose 1 have been re-conditioned, the 
protector at the S. D. Warren whistle changed and new leads 
run to Box 18. 


Only one section of the remaining two-wire circuit has been 
eliminated this year. This was the section on Main St. be- 
tween Haskell and Rochester Sts.—520 feet. In addition, 750 
feet of old wire was removed on Rochester St. from Main St. 
to Pine St. 3 


A total of 1,650 feet of old and discontinued wire was re- 
moved from which nearly 700 feet was re-used. 


New lines required a total of 2,000 feet of No. 8 W. P. wire. 


New tapper lines required 1,220 feet of No. 8 W. P. wire, 
also 135 feet of No. 14 W. P. wire. . 


Box 18 which was burned out December 8th will be put 
back in service as soon as repairs can be made.

IMPROVEMENTS 


Box 23 has been replaced at Main and Rochester Sts. with 
the new Box 21. A new line has been run from Main and 
Haskell Sts. to Pine and Rochester Sts. Box 23 was installed 
in this new line on Haskell St. 


The outstanding improvement for the year was the new 
location for the Dana whistle machine provided by Dana 
Warp Mill on the fifth floor of their mill. This location made 
possible placing the whistle on top of the mill thus giving a 
greater sound range and a more adequate protection for the 
machine. 
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SUMMARY 


To maintain a fire alarm system properly as a public serv- 
ice, constant attention is necessary. The possibility of trouble 
arising from outside sources is of great concern as I have 
stated before. The system generally is in good condition but 
considerable repair work will be necessary next year. A sur- 
vey has been made and the weak spots noted but to enumer- 
ate them is not the concern of this report. 


I cannot stress too highly the importance of having testing 
equipment. This matter I have emphasized in the past. The 
city has been dependent upon outside sources for the use of 
instruments for this purpose when necessary which often re- 
sults in delays in getting the system into operation. The in- 
struments required for testing are not expensive and are avail- 
able. I recommend procuring them as soon as possible. 

I recommend continuing the program of eliminating as 
much of the remaining two-wire circuit as possible and re- 
moving all outside twisted pair leads and replacing with 
single wire. At least one new fire alarm box should be pur- 
chased each year. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
board of engineers, city officials and all others who have as- 
sisted me in carrying on the duties of my office during the 
year.

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REPORT OF THE WESTBROOK DISTRICT 
NURSING ASSOCIATION 


Westbrook, Maine, 
May 1, 1945. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Members of the City Council: 

During the year 1944, the nurses of the Westbrook District 
‘Nursing Association have made 2,993 visits to 262 patients in 
their homes and have cared for over 400 patients in the Bridge 
Street office. 

In the Parochial schools, all the children were weighed 
once and will be weighed again before the summer vacation 
to determine if a satisfactory gain has been made. The eyes, 
ears and teeth of these children have been examined and any 
defects are being corrected. Sixty-seven children were tested 
for tuberculosis and the nurses have assisted Dr. Thor Miller 
and Dr. Albert D'Arche in vaccinating 249. children. 

A tuberculosis survey was conducted in the Dana Warp 
.Mills, the S. D. Warren Company Mills and the Saunders 
Brothers Mills by the staff on the Tuberculosis Control Pro- 
gram. One thousand, five hundred and forty-nine employees 
took advantage of this opportunity to be X-rayed and the re- 
sults were as follows: 12 cases of tuberculosis, 15 cases of 
suspicious childhood tuberculosis, 83 cases of healed child- 
hood tuberculosis and 17 cases of healed tuberculosis. 

The nurses have continued their work with the acutely ill, 
the chronic cases, the crippled children, the prenatal cases, 
the infants and’preschool children and those with the various 
communicable diseases. 

Plans have been made to hold a monthly Child Health Con- 
ference for babies and preschool children. A medical doctor 
and the nurses will be present to examine the children and 
offer suggestions and immunizations to keep the children in 
good physical condition. 
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The resignation of Miss Marjory Hall, R. N., was received 
with deep regret. For thirty-one years, she has worked faith- 
fully for the residents of Westbrook and deserves our sincere 
appreciation. 

Miss Mary Vanderward, R. N., of South Portland, was 


chosen to succeed Miss Hall, R. N., in June and Mrs. Mary » 


Crosby, R. N., of Portland, began her work as assistant nurse 
in October. 

The Board of Directors agrees with Miss Vanderward, R. N., 
that the important functions of the public health nurse are to 
give nursing care to the acutely ill; to demonstrate, instruct 
and assist in the care of the chronic patient; to visit expectant 
mothers, infants and preschool children; to aid in the control 
of communicable diseases and to offer health guidance and 
instruction to the sick and well. 

The Westbrook District Nursing Association is grateful for 
the codperation and support it has received from the physi- 
cians, the city government and the citizens of Westbrook.

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REPORT OF THE STREET COMMISSIONER 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


Gentlemen:—I hereby submit the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1944: 


ROADS AND STREETS 


During the year 1944 no new construction work on city 
streets was done with the exception of a short stretch between 
Haskell and Rochester Streets, at the further end of Haskell 
street. This street is an extension of Woodlawn Avenue, 260: 
ft. long and has a base of coarse gravel 18 in. in depth. About 
1,900 yds. of gravel was used on this job. The connection of 
these two streets will be a great convenience to the public in 
this section of the city. A great amount of ditching was done 
this year. Duck Pond Road was ditched the entire length and 
resurfaced with tar. All unaccepted streets were resurfaced 
with gravel. : 

Nearly 6,000 yds. of sand and gravel was taken from the pit 
this year and distributed in different parts of the city. A num- 
ber of streets were resurfaced with tar or asphalt using 44,000 
gals. 


SIDEWALKS 


Sidewalks were repaired when needed with fine crushed 
stone and then penetrated with asphalt which makes a very 
good sidewalk. 


BRIDGES 


No work was done on bridges this year as they are in good 
condition. 
DRAINS AND SEWERS 
All drains and sewers have received the usual attention this 
year. No new sewers were constructed during the year. Two 
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new manholes were built, one near the junction of Main and 


Cumberland Streets and one near the Warren School on Main 
Street. 
EQUIPMENT 


Two new trucks were purchased this year which was a. 


great addition to the department as they were badly needed. 
Our snowplows have been in use for a great number of years 
and I would recommend replacing some of them. A new 
Walter’s truck and plow and a smaller four-wheel drive truck 
with plow should be added to the department. 


SUMMARY 


Rubbish collections are getting heavier each year and it is 
all one truck can do to keep up with the collection. We have 
tried to get over the entire city each week but not always in 
each ward as planned. 

As the war is still on, the labor situation is still bad but we 
have done the best we could with what we had. 4 

I wish to thank the Mayor and Committee for their codpera- 
tion with this department during the past year.

It will be noticed that the expenses were seemingly high, 
especially on repairs. All of these repairs were absolutely 
necessary and should have been made sooner. We do not 
anticipate spending as much in 1945 although there are still 
some repairs to be made. 
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A new furnace will have to be installed in 1945 at a cost 


approaching $1,000.00. The present one will do well if it lasts 
through this winter. 

Five hundred dollars approximately was spent on new 
equipment. This was needed in order to carry on farming 


without borrowing from the neighbors. There is still some > 


new equipment needed, but we can get along for the present 
with what we have. , 


The farm is now very well stocked with cows, all State 
tested, and we should receive a substantial revenue from 
them in 1945. 


We had 13 inmates (eight men and five women). Three of 
these cases are bed patients and should be in a hospital or 
special home. The farm is not equipped to handle such pa- 
tients. Besides these three there are three other similar cases 
which are being taken care of in special nursing homes at a 
large cost to the City of Westbrook. It is our recommendation 
that in planning post-war projects a house suitable for accom- 
modating such cases be considered.

I hereby submit my annual report of the public schools of 
our city. This report covers the year from January 1, 1944, 
to December 31, 1944. 


TEACHERS 


Teachers resigning during the year were: Miss Rowena E. | 
Fairchild, Miss Marguerite R. Pillsbury, Mr. Leo J. Cormier, 
Westbrook High School; Mrs. Pearl S. Tracey, Brown Street 
School; Miss Margaret L. Stimson, Saco Street School; Miss 
Dorothy M. Thayer, Warren School; Mr. H. Francis Griffith, 
Rocky Hill School. 

New teachers elected to the high school faculty were: Mrs. 
Beatrice A. Hanson, Brooks; Mrs. Ruth H. Shattuck, Meredith, 
New Hampshire; Mr. John J. Wilkinson, South Portland. Mrs. 
Hanson secured her master’s degree from the University of 
Maine in 1942, and teaches English and Dramatics. Mrs. Shat- 
tuck, a graduate of Bates College, teaches French and English. 
Mr. Wilkinson, a graduate of the University of Notre Dame, 
coaches football and basketball and teaches Civics and Physi- 
cal Geography. 

Teachers elected in the elementary schools were: Mrs. 
Amy E. Walker, Westbrook, Brown Street School, sub-pri- 
mary and grade one; Miss Verna B. Mitchell, Portland, Saco 
Street School, sub-primary grade; Miss Gloria J. Gallant, Nor- 
way, Warren School, grade four; Miss Ann M. Johnson, West- 
brook, High School Building, grade seven; Miss Margaret R. 
Swett, Westbrook, Pride's Corner School, grades one and two. 
Miss Ellen Megquier was transferred from the High School 
grades to the Rocky Hill School to teach grades six and seven 
and act as principal. Mrs. Walker, a graduate of Farmington 
Normal School, and Miss Mitchell, a graduate of Castine Nor- 
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mal School, are experienced teachers. Miss Johnson, a gradu- 
ate of Machias Normal School, Miss Gallant, a graduate of 
Farmington Normal School, and Miss Swett, a graduate of 
Gorham Normal School, came to us without previous teaching 
experience. 


It is a pleasure to report that all of these newly elected 
teachers are fitting smoothly into the Westbrook School Sys- 


tem, and without a single exception are doing satisfactory 
work. 


ENROLLMENT AND TEACHING CONDITIONS 


Enrollment in the grade schools is 1,340, thirty-three more 
than last year. Registration in the high school is 492, thirty- 
three more than that of a year ago. This makes a net gain of 
sixty-six pupils, when compared with our 1943 total enroll- 
ment. 

The following table shows the registration in the elementary 
schools of the city for the fall terms of 1943 and 1944.

The high school registered 492 pupils during the fall term, 
275 girls and 217 boys. The Commercial Course leads, as it 
did last year, with an enrollment of 183 pupils. Next comes 
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the College Course, with an enrollment of 147; the Industrial 


Course, with an enrollment of 98; the General Course, with 
33; and the Home Economics Course, with 31. 


BUILDING IMPROVEMENT 


We are putting into operation this year a definite plan of. 


building improvement to eliminate conditions in our school 
plants which, we feel, are detrimental to the health and wel- 
fare of the pupils. 

It seemed best, because of the imperative need of these 
projects, to establish a separate account in our annual budget 
and ask for a definite amount over and above the general 
appropriation made for repairs. 

This year our special project is to provide, so far as Sopeibla! 
modern and adequate lighting in all of the school buildings 
of the city. Statistics show that twenty-five per cent of the 
children in this country have defective vision, and, if they go 
to college, forty per cent have it before they finish. Good 
lighting has a very important bearing on student attitude. 
Pupils in well-lighted classrooms tend to learn more readily 
than pupils of like intelligence in poorly-lighted: classrooms. 
There is no doubt that many seemingly backward pupils are 
behind in their studies because of defective vision and poor 
lighting. Present plans when completed will give to the chil- 
dren of Westbrook some of the best artificially-lighted class- 
rooms in the State. 


INCREASED ENROLLMENT IN THE PRIDE’S CORNER AREA 


It was found necessary last September, because of the in- 


creased pupil enrollment in this neighborhood, to divide the _ 


lower room in the Pride's Corner building and assign an 
additional teacher to the school. 

Post-war plans have been made by the Board for a new 
building large enough to house all of the children living in 
the Pride’s Corner and Highland Lake districts. This will fill 
a real need in these rapidly growing communities and do 
away with the necessity of conveying the seventh and eighth 
grade pupils to the Forest Street School. 
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ADULT EDUCATION 


The greatest adult education program of history has been 
under way in this country since July 1, 1940. To date, more 
than 9,000,000 have completed training. This was no easy job 
and had to be organized on short notice. Many educational 
prejudices and traditions had to be abandoned. The training 
was intensified to meet urgent needs for war production 
workers, and many persons previously classified as unem- 
ployables were trained to do a wartime job. 

This training job has met a need, but it has created prob- 
lems which must be faced after the war. It was not a voca- 
tional education program, but one of job training only. Many 
of the wartime jobs will not exist in peacetime industry, and 
there will be need for a re-training program for those who 
must make job re-adjustments. Re-training is never a simple 
job. It is often more difficult than that required for the original 
training, as old skills must be submerged. This re-training job 
should be started as soon as war contracts begin to be cut 
back. This country cannot afford to develop another human 
scrap heap after this war. Shops like our own can do much 
in fitting returned servicemen and others needing re-adjust- 
ments into peacetime industries. 

It may be well to mention here that Westbrook High School 
continues to be among those approved by the New England 
College Entrance Board. The Association includes Amherst, 
Bates, Boston University, Bowdoin, Colby, Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College, Wesleyan, Middlebury, Tufts, and Williams. 
Dartmouth College and Worcester Polytechnic Institute also 
grant certification privileges.

SALE OF DEFENSE STAMPS AND BONDS 


War stamps and bonds purchased through the schools dur- | 
ing 1944 amounted to $81,757.95. The total redeemed pledges 
secured by pupils during the Sixth War Loan Drive amounted 
to $92,809.50. Of this sum, purchases equalling $16,330.85 
were made directly through the schools and $76,478.65 from 
outside agencies. Bond and stamp sales actually secured by 
the pupils during the year, therefore, reached a total of 
$158,236.60.

May I express at this time my appreciation to the members 
of the School Board for their excellent counsel and generous 
assistance; to the citizens of Westbrook and members of the 
City Government for allocations made in support of the 
schools; and to the teachers, whose earnest and untiring 
efforts have contributed so greatly to the success of the 
schools.during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
HIGH SCHOOL 


To Guy V. Sinclair, Superintendent of Schools, Westbrook, 
Maine. 


Dear Sir: 
To you and through you to the School Committee and citi- 


zens of Westbrook, I hereby submit my annual report for the 
year 1944. 


The Fall term opened on September 11th, with an increased 
enrollment over the registration of last year. As the statistics 
which follow indicate the two lower classes maintain about 
the usual number each year while the Senior and Junior 
classes drop for several reasons but primarily due to the mili- 
tary call. 


Many of the Senior boys came back at the opening of the 
school year knowing they must take accelerated courses to 
complete sufficient work for diplomas before enlistment prior 
to their eighteenth birthdays. During previous years there 
have been opportunities by competitive examinations for the 
boys to gain further education within the A-12, V-12, V-5 pro- 
grams and the like and under those conditions the boys 
would wait and take their chances at the end of the year but 
with none of the opportunities now available most boys do 
not prefer the last semester deferment which is allowable © 
because it means the draft and not much choice of the depart- 
ment assigned.

Westbrook High School has been fortunate in having but 
few changes each year even under the war-time demands. 
Upon the resignation of Miss Rowena E. Fairchild, Mrs. Bea- 
trice A. Hanson was selected to teach English and Speech and 
also to coach dramatics. Miss Marguerite R. Pillsbury, who 
resigned to get married, caused a vacancy in English and 
French, and Mrs. Ruth H. Shattuck was selected to handle 
these courses. 

During mid-summer, Mr. Leo Cormier, who coached foot- 
ball and basketball in the absence of Mr. Harlow, who is on 
leave, resigned to enter insurance work. Mr. John J. Wilkin- 
son was selected for the school year for this position. 

All teachers are working hard and doing a successful grade 
of work with our high school boys and girls. Each war-time 
year presents its problems and the additional factors which 
present themselves make many problems for education and 
for those endeavoring to administer. 
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From all branches of the armed forces officers come to the 
school with ideas, plans, etc., and pictures for proposed as- 
semblies, many of which are accepted but if a close jurisdic- 
tion were not kept over the school, Westbrook High School 
and all others likewise would be regular recruiting centers. 

For the boys we endeavor to give as many as can handle 
it well the college course because past facts have taught us 
advancement will be much faster in military life with all the 
mathematics and science knowledge possible and later in life 
the opportunity for college. Our average number of girls are 
attending colleges and business schools but there is a decline 
in the normal school attendance. 

On interviewing Seniors on these subjects, I find many feel 
the financial returns are too small for teachers and the ad- 
vancement is too slow. For those who plan to enter the com- 
mercial world the business training course teachers show 
how to handle office routine. For those mechanically inclined 
our well equipped industrial department with its experienced 
teachers fulfills all the requirements and gives interested pu- 
pils a wonderful start. Paralleling the industrial department 
for boys the course in home-making offered the girls under 
the same attractive conditions predominates. 


To summarize, we endeavor to have all of our pupils be- 
come good, honest, clean living and clean thinking boys and 
girls, to be able to obtain a better livelihood because of attend- 
ing Westbrook High School. 

Though our burdens in each department have increased 
every teacher gives his best and endeavors to do his share of 
the work and harmony predominates through the entire 
system. 

Westbrook High School remains upon the approved list of 
New England College Entrance Board which association in- 
cludes Amherst College, Bates College, Brown University, 
Colby College, Massachusetts Agricultural College, Middle- 
bury College, Tufts College, Wesleyan University, and Wil- 
liams College. Special certification privileges are enjoyed 
also with Dartmouth and Worcester Polytechnical Institute. 
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At present students are registered in many of these colleges 
as well as others and the reports from all are very satisfactory. 

We take a great deal for granted, especially when we con- 
sider reference work. Those at the Public Library always 
strive to assist us and oftentimes even consult the teachers 
regarding books which will most help pupils with their scho- 
lastic work. A great deal of praise should be extended to all 
persons in the Public Library for their untiring efforts. 

In 1944 we held our first real war time graduation with the 
small number of boys that remained to graduate.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To Mr. Sinclair, Members of the School Board, and Citizens: 


I herewith submit the report of the School Nursing Service, 
covering the period from January 1, 1944, to January 1, 1945. 

Within this time, inspections of all the children in the public 
schools have been made. The dental, throat, and heart exami- 
nations, and the physical examinations of the athletic teams 
were given by Dr. Louis L. Hills, part-time school physician. 

In January, the Tuberculosis Diagnostic Clinic was held for 
the eighth grade and high school students. Three hundred 
and seventeen skin tests were given, and 21 X-rays were 
taken. This clinic was conducted by Miss Katherine Gay, 
R. N., Clinic Nurse, and Miss Clara Eloyd, X-ray Technician of 
the Maine Department of Health and Welfare. 

In May, an immunization clinic for the prevention of diph- 
theria was held. This clinic included pre-school children, and 
pupils from the sub-primary to the fourth grade, inclusive. 
This year 114 children (9 pre-school and ‘103 pupils) received 
the Toxoid. In order to be assured that the child has received 
a complete immunization from the Toxoid, it is necessary to 
give the Schick test a few months later. The Schick tests were 
given in September. Ninety-one children (4 pre-school and 87 
pupils) received the test. Thirty-seven of these children had 
a positive reaction, so were given meee of Toxoid to 
complete immunization. 

During May, the Dental Clinic was held. Due to the heavy 
schedule of the dentists, the clinic was much smaller than ~ 
previously. One of the dentists gave a day for the children, 
at which time 9 children_-were cared for. The clinic was fi- 
nanced by the Westbrook Teachers’ Association. 

Starting in October, a clinic for the immunization against 
whooping cough was held. This was the first clinic of its kind 
to be held in the public schools. It was available to pre-school 
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children, and pupils from the sub-primary through the fourth 
grade, inclusive. The immunization against whooping cough 
is accomplished through three inoculations given four to six 
weeks apart. At this time, 141 children (16 pre-school and 125 
pupils) received the series of inoculations. 

The lip-reading classes which were organized in 1940 have 
been continued. The classes this year had an enrollment of 
16 pupils. 

One. hundred and thirty-nine visits were made during the 
year. 

We wish to express our sincere appreciation to the physi- 
cians and dentists of Westbrook for their interest and codpera- 
tion; to the Westbrook District Nursing Association for its con- 
stant cooperation; to the Kiwanis Club for defraying, the ex- 
penses of tonsillectomies; to the Lions Club for caring for vis-. 
ual corrections; to the Westbrook Teachers’ Association for 
emergency dental work. 

The loyal and constant codperation of Mr. Sinclair, mem- 
bers of the School Board, teachers, citizens, and students, is 
deeply appreciated and very gratefully acknowledged. .

Gentlemen:—I herewith submit the fifty-first annual report 
of the library for the year 1944. 


ACCESSIONS 


Six hundred and fifty-one books were purchased, 17 were 
gifts, and 70 books were added from the rental collection, a 
‘total of 721 books for the year. 

Six hundred and sixty-one books were withdrawn, making 
the total number of books in the library 21,533. 

Of this-number, 590 were adult, 131 juvenile, 379 fiction, 58 
history and travel, 24 literature, 35 biography, 29 philosophy 
and social science, 24 useful arts and 30 reference literature. 
Forty-nine books were rebound.

Roads and avenues in Woodlawn Cemetery should be re- 
surfaced this coming summer. 


Riverbank Park was operated as usual and many young- 
sters spent hours at play on the grounds. Special Patrolman 
Oliva Larrivee was on duty evenings and maintained the 
- usual good order. It is recommended that additional equip- 
ment be purchased for the playground. 


The trustees still have in mind the building of a suitable 
receiving vault at Woodlawn Cemetery, but under present 
conditions it would not be practical at this time. 

The Warren League ball grounds will be kept in as good 
condition as possible with the appropriation allowed. Such 
repairs to the grandstand as may be actually necessary will 
be made, but soon it will be imperative to do some cement 
repair work that will call for a larger appropriation.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 

I hereby submit my report as milk inspector for the year 
ending December 31, 1944. 

There are at present twenty retail milk dealers and twenty- 
two licensed stores in the City of Westbrook. Five dealers 
went out of the retail milk business during the year. Two of 
these, however, are wholesaling their milk to local dairies. 

The seasonal fall shortage was not as bad this year as it 
was the past year due to a seven per cent increase in milk 
production. 

The chief hardship of the local farmer and aya con- 
tinues to be the shortage of labor. 

The daily consumption of milk has again risen 200 quarts 
and is now approximately 4,700 quarts per day. 

Despite the labor shortage sanitary conditions under which 
milk is sold in the City of Westbrook continue to be very 
sanitary and satisfactory.
